Guest Editorial 


The Amateur Radio Operator and other consumers in the 
electronic products market are about to be treated to a major 
improvement in available components and equipment. Manu- 
facturers of integrated circuits are adopting fabrication methods 
which are driving unit cost curves downward more and more as 
the months go by. 

The impact of low cost production will be felt first in the 
home entertainment field, but it?s only a matter of time until 
we see new trends in ham radio. Fortunately, some publishers 
of amateur radio magazines have sufficient insight to keep us 
abreast of communications technology, and integrated circuits 
are being presented to hams in ever increasing number. This 
means that experimenters and designers will experience more 
flexibility in their interests, and that we can expect to see a 
lot more of the IC in adaptation to the needs of amateur radio. 

Expect a boom in home use of data processing equipment, 
also. Desktop calculators and computers are already in the 
price ranges compatible with the interests of small business, 
and the consumer may look forward to purchasing this type of 
equipment in the local department stores at low cost. 

Tuned r-f circuits are not excepted from these advance- 
ments in IC technology. One manufacturer has developed a 
process to produce tunable r-f oscillators on IC chips. 

Competition between manufacturers of IC’s and other solid 
state devices is keen, and we should be prepared for a near 
revolutionary change in our equipment products.

Brevard Repeater Gets License 


BREVARD REPEATER ASSOCIATION has been issued a 
Club Station Amateur Radio license WB4KNQ, a 2-Meter FM 
repeater station, to be placed in service atop the Cape Royal 
Center at 1980 North Atlantic Avenue, Cocoa Beach, FL, 

President of the association is Ed Rasmussen, W4CYE, 
Merritt Island, and licensee trustee and repeater manager is 
Hal Greenlee, W4GYO of Merritt Island. Nine other members 
of the association have been designated as trustees, each 
authorized to operate control points, to monitor and disable/ 
enable the repeater station transmitter as required. 

The station will receive amateur radio stations transmitting 
FM on 146,34 MHz and retransmit FM on 146.76 MHz, Opera- 
tion will begin about 4 July 1969 utilizing General Electric 
Progress Line equipment comprised of an ER-25 narrow band 
receiver anda ET-20 transmitter running 30 watts out to a 
four-element colinear array mounted at a height of approxi- 
mately 150 feet. 

Identification of WB4KNQ will be transmitted in MCW mode 
and each control point will use an encoded signal on 448.1 
MHz for control purposes. 

Members of the Brevard Repeater Association will enjoy 
extended range operation from home Station sites and mobile 
installations, and this FM repeater station will provide a 
community service to Brevard County with added communica- 
tions facilities for emergency use. 

As the Brevard Repeater Association membership increases, 
the advantage of a more efficient local communications traffic 
system is gained. Amateur Radio Operators in BrevardCounty 
are invited to join the association or address membership in-

Incremental Tuning For The Heath HW-100 Transceiver 


Ambrose Barry, W4GHV* 


Many excellent articles have been written on varicap, or 
varactor diode, theory. Basically, the varicap is a voltage- 
controlled variable capacitor. Its most distinct advantage is its 
ability to be incorporated into critical resonant circuits and 
then controlled ‘‘remotely’’ by a variable DC voltage without 
a loss of frequency stability. A regulated voltage must be 
used of course. : 

By using a varicap in a transceiver VFO the convenience of 
‘incremental’ tuning can be added at a very nominal cost. 
This allows reception on frequencies of approximately — 3 
KHz of the transmit frequency. The transmit frequency is not 
altered. 


In this particular case, the transceiver modified was a 
Heath HW-100 which has a 5 to 5.5 MHZVFO. The schematic 
used is similar to that used to modify a SWAN 240 and can be 
used for almost any VFO. The amount of frequency deviation 
can be varied by a choice of Cl since it is in series with the 
varicap. The varicap varies in capacitance between 14 mmf 
and 88 mmf when the voltage applied to it is varied from 25 
to 0.1 VDC. For a larger frequency deviation a larger value 
is chosen for Cl and vice versa. In my case the 5 mmf 
value resulted in a deviation of about — 3 KHz or just enough 
to let me listen to three stations ‘at the same time’ during 
crowded band conditions, 

Construction: 


RFC1, C1, C2 and the varicap can be mounted on a small 
piece of perforated board and the board mounted on the VFO 
variable capacitor (C950 A&B), A flat head screw through the 
hole in the back of C950 can be used if care is taken to avoid 
contact with the capacitor rotors. The perf board connections 
should be carefully insulated also. The ‘output’ of the perf 
board is connected to C950A&B using short leads. To compen- 
sate for the added capacitance, C947 or C948 is changed from 
Ss6mmf NPO to 47 mmf NOP. This allows proper calibration 
of the VFO. The wire to the XCVR relay can be brought out 
of the VFO through one of the phono jack mounting holes (after 
removal of the screw). The remaining parts, except for the 
switch and potentiometer can be mounted on a small perf 
board and installed on the RF cage using standoff spacers. 
The 150 VDC can be obtained from the terminal on the back of 
the VFO. The switch can be mounted to the left of the S meter 


and the potentiometer to the right. Additional matching knobs 
are available from Heath Company and the use of a miniature 
toggle switch does not distract from a neat appearance. The 
task is completed after the VFO has been recalibrated. Inci- 
dently, the only place I could find the varicap was from Newark 


Electronic Corporation, Chicago, Illinois.

LUNAR EXPLORATION

Beginning with Apollo 12, 
there will be a series of re- 
visits to the Moon. 

Lunar modules and portable 
life support systems worn by 
astronauts during exploration 
will be modified to increase stay 
time on the Moon upto 78 hours. 
A ‘‘lunar rover’’ vehicle, un- 
der development, will have a 
range of 75 miles. 

Scientific investigations on 
the Moon will include the search 
for water and life forms. Or- 
bital mapping and a network of 
geophysical stations are other 
projects. By the end of this de- 
cade it is hoped that a manned 
scientific base might be es- 
tablished on the Moon. 

A nuclear powered space 
shuttle which may be available 


by 1980, would be capable of 
transporting personnel and car- 
go between an Earth orbiting 
space base and a lunar orbiting 
space station. 


A modified S-IVB_ stage, 
launched into Earth orbit by a 
Saturn V, will serve as awork- 
Shop and laboratory for long 
duration missions. The empty 
hydrogen tank of the S-IVB 
stage will provide working and 
living quarters for three astro- 
nauts for up to 56 days. 


Several experiments in as- 
tronomy and solar physics are 
planned using telescopic equip- 
ment incorporated in the work- 
shop.

Re- 
member, any Crystals youhave 
that come in metal holders that 
you are not in need of will be 
put to immediate use to good 
advantage by the afore men- 
tioned magicians. For help in 
getting your particular problem 
solved, check into the MTS clin- 
ic, or get in touch with them by 
mail and dare them to show 
you how. I believe they are up 
to being able to help. If you do 
not know who to contact try 
Roy AFB4DEV_ or Poncho 
AF A4KT for that info. 

Antenna matching will also 
pose a few problems, A lot of

The most important job in 
traffic is the NC Sand we have 
no training system nor any in- 
struction book, other than that 
in W4MLE’s Operating Manual 
(ARRL). The NCS has to have 5 
arms, 3 ears and the co-ordi- 
nation of a gymnist, His job on 
a busy net is akin to the FAA’Ss 
Tower controllers at a busy 
airport, only not alife anddeath 
matter when mistakes are 
made. But to underline, the 
NCS’s main job is to COORDI- 
NATE the flow of traffic on his 
net, 

Whether it is a CW or Phone 
net, the NCS must check in all 
the stations with their lists of 
traffic. In order to intelligently 
direct the flow of traffic he must 
have in front of him all the 
traffic listed and stations onthe 
net. Thus the net procedure of 
QNI, whether roll call or other 
procedure, is only good if it 
gets the most stations checked 
in with their traffic listed inthe 
minimum of time. 

After listing all of the traffic, 
procedure varies from passing 
ALL of the traffic on the NET 
freq on some phone nets to 
scattering pairs of stations 
hither and yonrandomly oneach 
side of the net frequency, on 
some CW nets. 

One good practice is to line 
up receiving stations for sta- 
tions with long lists of traffic 
on a Side channel, keeping him 
sending traffic, instead of QSY- 
ing back and forth, and awaiting 
other messages handlings to be 
completed. Also this works ef- 
ficiently if many stations have 
traffic for a single destina- 
tion. The NCS can organize a 
string of stations to send toa 
single op, off frequency, while 
keeping most stations on fre- 
quency at any one time and 
keeping traffic flow going 
smoothly acute. PAT untae
